Lima, O., Dec. 22 </P)—Crashing 
through a signal tower after 
jumping the tracks, a speeding 
Erie railroad passenger train was 
wrecked two miles south of here 
last night, killing three men and 
injuries several passengers. 
The train, No. 7, westbound 
from New York to Chicago, was 
going about 70 miles an hour, 
trainmen said, when it left the 
rails. 
Nine cars and the engine 6v- 
erturned in a ditch, and two of 
the cars caught fire. Four other 
coaches, containing most of the 
30 passengers aboard, remained 
upright. 
Charles Scott, engineer, and 
Earl SWihart, fireman, both of 
Huntington, Ind., were trapped 
in the cab of the locomotive and 
were killed, probably instantly.

Reco gnizing the o perating difficulties which 
wo uld arise fro m a fiv e-day week fo r train o per­ 
ato rs, the unio ns fav o r a six-ho ur day fo r these 
wo rkers and fiv e-day week fo r sho p and m ain ­ 
tenance wo rkers. Herein the emplo ye has sho wn 
a sym pathy fo r an d un derstan din g o f the pro b­ 
lems o f the emplo yer. It is a healthful sign. 
Labo r is fo rtun ate in its selectio n o f a time 
fo r waging this new battle fo r impro v ed wo rk­ 
ing co nditio ns. Unemplo yment has caused m any 
large o rganizatio ns to effect v o luntarily these 
same changes th a t the maximum num ber o f 
wo rkers may be giv en emplo yment, an d existing 
co nditio ns make it almo st m an dato ry upo n all 
industries to do the same. 
Since necessity ev er has been the m o ther o f 
inv entio n, it is po ssible th at these experim ents 
in the nam e o f unemplo yment relief will dem ­
